COMMIT! EE had been meeting one evening in my room, working on a 
solution for some problems in student relationships. The business over, we 
still sat and talked of that and other questions in college life at Hollins. We 
slipped from one subject to another until we found ourselves talking of what 
Hollins really is. All were eager to express opinions. We grew turbulent, interrupt¬ 
ing each other and making the conversation wholly unintelligible. A “Sh-h-h” sounded 
outside the door. We subsided into humiliated silence, but unwilling to let the dis¬ 
cussion cease, we were forced to let each tell in turn what was most significant of 
Hollins to her. I was surprised to find each girl advancing an opinion different from 
that of any other. It was, of course, because our committee was made up of distinct 
types ot girls. I here was Winifred, who writes poetry and neglects her studies to read 
out of doors; Julia, who has a passionate love for history, and who cuts pictures or 
mottoes from magazines to slide in her mirror; Maude, whose quiet efficiency is the 
backbone of any committee, and who masters every lesson every day; and Jane, who is 
ever ready for any committee, any stunt, or any good time, who seems never to study 
hut always to succeed. 

We begged Winifred to begin. She wanted to speak (as we all did) and began 
immediately. “ I o me the name Hollins will always call up first of all these moun¬ 
tains and this beautiful land. I don’t mean that Hollins has been made by the setting, 
hut to me it is pre-eminently the symbol of all that is dear to me here. For in the 
years I ve spent at Hollins I’ve come to believe that there is a simplicity and beauty 
and greatness back of all that seems complexity and confusion—a simplicity as won¬ 
drous as spring at Hollins, bringing pale green light to the willows. The finest thing 
college does for us is to make us open our eyes and think things through to some fun¬ 
damental principles. It makes us all, in varying degrees, formulate our own philoso¬ 
phies. hor my part I am most grateful for the meaning, perhaps I might say the poetry 
it has given to life. I’m most grateful for the dreams it has stirred in my mind. I hese 
dreams I don t believe I shall he able to recapture when 1 think of my books, or of 
the room I lived in three years, but I’m sure wherever I am when I see beautiful valleys 
and hills I shall feel that same peace 1 learned looking out of my window at the 

shadows on the campus, or climbing to the seat on the top of Sunset Hill to watch the 

sun go down behind those quiet strong mountains with the college as one still being 

below me. I hen I shall know that same faith in beauty 1 I think I mean what 

Wordsworth said—” A general laugh interrupted her and an exclamation of “You 
know she would quote Wordsworth!” Hut we told her to go on, and after a caution 
from Jane of Please don’t make it long,” she finished good naturedly: ”1 feel as 
Wordsworth said that here 1 have experienced 


A sense sublime, 

Of something far more deeply interfused, 
Whose dwelling is the light of setting suns 
And the round ocean and the living air, 
And the blue sky, and in the mind of man. 

Therefore am I still 
A lover of the meadows, and the woods, 
And the mountains! 
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Well, that’s all!” She looked around as though surprised and half ashamed for having 
expressed herself so freely, but smiled for she knew our laughter was not from lack 
of sympathy, perhaps even from a desire to conceal how much we felt. 

We next called on Julia, who began in her whimsical, incoherent way. “It’s a 
mean trick to make me talk after our poet.” She stopped hut we waited and she began 
again. “Well, as I said, I was greatly impressed with what Winifred said, but I 
can’t believe much in a simplicity like that. Well, hut I am not one to stop on phi¬ 
losophizing. Anyway, what I meant to say was that I don’t think we can explain the. 
individuality of Hollins in any very simple way. We can’t lay our finger on one 
characteristic and say that it is the secret. The nature of the college, just as the 
nature of any institution, is due to a number of causes working together and for a 
long time, too. That’s what I meant when I said a little while ago that the charm of 
Hollins was its traditions, and you all laughed. It is customary to laugh at the word. 
Hut 1 like it. There seems to me no getting beyond the fact that Hollins is what those 
who have been here before us made it. I don’t mean anything great, but only those 
little customs that are passed from generation to generation and which acquire meaning 
with every year. I imagine we could have enjoyed the same inspiration from books 
in another college, and probably the same inspiration from mountains, but where else 
could you find a Tinker Day? I like to think of those first holidays spent on the top 
of the mountain, when boys and girls were both at Hollins—when Mrs. Cocke said 
the date was a secret between “Charles and the Lord.” And then again, where else 
would you find anything that compared to the enthusiasm that supports the Yemassees 
and the Mohicans? Nothing we now originated could arouse the spirit that has been 
passed from the first players in their long full skirts. These may not be the things 
we love most about our college, but her inheritance, longer than most and different 
from all, is what gives her personality, and it is made of lovable oddities. It is the 
classes walking on the campus, singing between triangles. It is the triangle itself. 
It is the little Christmas trees on every table on the night before vacation and the 
Christmas carols the choir sings early in the morning. It is the girls sitting in the 
drawing room on Sunday evenings, and the Seniors throwing something into the bonfire 
and taking something away at commencement. It is such things as these that differen¬ 
tiate Hollins, and I’ll confess they are the things I love most.” 

Maude scarcely waited for Julia to finish before she took issue with a point and was 
talking quietly before we realized she had begun. “I don’t think you can say we could 
enjoy the same inspiration from books in other colleges. Equal perhaps we might, 
but not the same. At any college admiration for teachers may be a chief motive in 
academic application, but the peculiarity of Hollins is that we can not only admire, but 
love and know our teachers. To my mind there can be no doubt that our greatest 
love is due to our college because of the intellectual growth she has brought us. Not 
the knowledge we have gained, nor even the visions we have caught can have such an 
influence, though both contribute to it. The true college experience is, after all, just 
what we came for in the beginning—the training of our minds. Other things duly 
considered, the chief measure of the success of our college career still remains the 
degree to which we have developed minds that arc disciplined, clear, and able to grapple 
with problems. We shall forget much of what we have learned. What will remain 
is the thirst to know, the unwillingness to judge without data, the love of intellectual 
pleasures. These we learn in our endeavor to perform what is expected of us by the 
teachers we admire. In them we find the actual embodiment of the finest truths they 
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are trying to teach us. From knowing them we take faith in the worth-whileness 
of our college pursuits. The marvel is that we fasten our faith on their fineness as 
our masters and yet can know them as our friends. I am sure that when I think back 
to my college life I shall see Miss Williamson adjusting the windows for her flowers, 
Miss Agnes sitting on her desk waving the long pointer, Mr. Janney with his table 
piled high with books, Miss Snead standing looking out of the window, and Mr. 
Rath walking across the fields on a Sunday afternoon, with his cape flying from his 
shoulders and Manney playing round his feet. Yes, to me the teachers are most 
significant of Hollins. 1 see Jane is going to disagree with me and probably make 
fun of me, so I dare go no farther.” 

Truly Jane was affecting a playful, exasperated expression, and started her contri¬ 
bution in a half jesting way, but soon she was talking as earnestly as any. “Oh, no 
indeed, you know I wouldn’t make fun of you! Only quite humbly do I take my 
privilege of disagreeing, not only with you, Maude, but with all of you. You are so 
high brow! Can you really fancy, excuse me, can you believe that the real significance 
of our college life is anything so abstract and remote as those you claim? For my 
part there is no doubt at all where that significance lies—it is right here in us. Why 
college is just a number of girls working and playing together. The reason these 
years seem the richest part of life is that we are surrounded with people of our own 
age who arc interested not in us, but in the things we too find interesting. With the 
girls at home we have grown up, we have played, but with these girls we have read, 
planned, and worked as well as played. I have sometimes thought it strange that we 
have not the life-long chums, the bosom friends that we used to read of among college 
girls. But with each other, even with many girls, we have an understanding, a com¬ 
munity of purpose, that makes a splendid companionship. I’m sure this good com¬ 
radeship is what I miss most when away from Hollins. To me it is the finest thing 
here. Blessings on you, dears! Now have I made fun of you or complimented you. 

It was late, and the girls gathered up their notebooks to leave. We went to the 
door together and 1 watched them tipping down the halls to their various rooms, 
thinking how soon we would again separate as we go out from college, each in her own 
way, yet all taking in our hearts the thing we could not analyze—the love of Hollins.

Mother, encourage 
me!” 

Mother: “Yes, dear, I shall. Just think how much better off you are than Miss Mary Stuart 
Harrison, editor-in-chief of Snappy Stories, or Mozelle Myers, as Miss Parkinson’s assistant! 

Now, there’s 
Julia Smith—up until lately she’s been a very nice girl; but I declare, she's gone giddy over that 
new professor!

We, the fraternity women of America, stand for preparation for service through 
the character building inspired in tbe close contact and deep friendship of fraternity 
life. To us, fraternity life is not the enjoyment of special privileges, but an oppor¬ 
tunity to prepare for wide and wise human service. 
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Adventures Beyond 



gj MONG my kodak pictures that tell the story of the friendly years—now 
adding up to some' dignity in number—is a pair of snapshots that start my 
thoughts on a long and winding trail. They are pictures of two friends of 
mine caught in homely, daily attitudes. But with the concrete touch of 
poetry, they suggest all the lure of a modern disposition towards life. 1 had almost 
said the modern disposition towards life. 

The first of these is a sepia print showing the lean-to of a cabin that does service as 
a kitchen. The rustic door frames the figure of a woman just passing from youth to 
prime. A look of daring expectancy lights her laughing eyes under the frill of her 
housekeeping cap. She is in the act of stepping out under the wide and windy sky 
of the tiny mountain plateau that just holds her summer cabin. Under the picture 
is scribbled in her own whimsical script: “A Series of Incredible Adventures.— 
R. L. S.” And she adds, with an accent of challenge: “Why Not?” 

Yes, why not adventures, even in a summer kitchen1 

I he companion is a blue print, and the scene is the same plateau. A clinging soft¬ 
ness in the atmosphere makes me think of “bright volumes of vapor” gliding off moun¬ 
tain tops. A man stands on the edge of the plateau. His face is turned away from 
the foreground. He gazes out over mountain crests beyond mountain crests, blue 
against receding blue horizons. I cannot see his face, but from the swing of his shoul¬ 
ders and the lift of his head, 1 know his gaze is strained upward and forward. He 
looks to the future, not to the past, for the sign of his course. Beneath this picture 
runs the legend: “Adventures beyond! Why not?” 

1 he lure of the present-day philosophy of adventure is in these arrested moments 
of life. For better or for worse, moderns have come to think of life as adventure— 
adventure in a grim, radical sense, never thought of before. Not only is it adventure 
tor the individual, in the stimulating way “R. U. S.” has taught us, but for society 
and even tor the human race, as William James and Henri Bergson would have us 
realize. 1 he human race, with all the precious increment of the moral and spiritual 
struggle of the ages, comes forth from the hand of God in a vital, creative urge. The 
will and career of every individual counts in this universe of innumerable factors and 
countless complexities. 1 o be alive is to have responsibility for a share in this cosmic 
adventure, with (rod as the (treat Companion. 1 he student of present-day thought 
finds many changes of attitude towards life. Few people keep the mediaeval view of 
human existence as a tearful, anxious vale of trial for the soul. Nor is it an arduous 
discipline of duty, as final as some of us feel this conception of life to be. The shrines 
of duty ait being foisakcn. 1 he eager multitudes go by, blazing new ways to a new 
freedom. I he spirit of the modern world is experimental. It seeks not the guidance 
of authority, but the guidance of ideas tested by science or attested by the visions of 
the prophets of today, bor better or for worse, this spirit has permeated every human 
interest. And there is a stir in the hearts of the young like the stir in nature just before 
dawn. 

1 his movement of modernity has been simmering in the world for centuries and 
gathering momentum. At last it has reached the colleges, and is making itself felt 
even in women’s colleges. 


/ 
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Now, of course, it is conceded that by nature and convention women are the great 
routiners of society. Women’s education has been conservative. It has been intended 
to cultivate without disturbing her. A venerable scientist naively recommends chem¬ 
istry for women to study, saying the subject will engage the intellect without exciting 
the emotions. Schools for girls have been walled gardens to shut out the coarse impact 
of the world in the sensitive period of youth. The aim has been to engender a certain 
disposition of conformity and to transmit a certain culture believed to fit women to 
radiate beneficent influences. The classic phrases of commencement addresses used 
to exhort the girl graduates to become “radiant centers of social influence”. Very few 
educators at the same time thought, as did the founder of Hollins, that girls should 
have as rigorous mental training as their brothers. 

But, for weal or woe, the narrowing walls have been broken down and, in the 
garden, the primrose ways of dalliance with culture have changed to an eager pursuit 
of useful knowledge. The exuberance that used to be frittered away in surreptitious 
breaking of rules and in madcap mischief has transformed itself into a persistent desire 
for the things that prepare for the world of action and restiveness against guidance 
from above. Sometimes it seems unbelievable to me that there arc only twenty- 
five years between your generation and mine—between our happy passivity and inno¬ 
cence of any idea of questioning authority and your active, restless attitude. Sometimes 
I even covet for you the quiet absorption in study we enjoyed, undisturbed by the 
turmoil of “drives” and “conferences”. Maybe you are too distracted to drink deep 
enough at the Pierian springs and to “loaf and invite your soul.” And then your per¬ 
sistent, “Why not?” never occurred to us. 1 had .ns well confess your gadfly “Why 
not?” at times is disconcerting to me. It has such a curious way of swinging the 
burden of the proof to unexpected quarters. I always study the topics of your inter¬ 
collegiate conferences and forums with mingled joy and amazement. But then, why 
not discuss the real problems at twenty? Fen years after college you will know more, 
perhaps, but by that time you will have interests and habits that will bind and bias 
your minds. If you are to have, as I believe you need, a better attitude towards the 
solution of the problems we are passing on to you than we have had, you must win 
that attitude now, in the free mind of youth. 

Some of your elders look on these changes with apprehension, not to say disapproval. 
Indeed, no one can doubt that there are elements of danger and destruction in this 
movement of youth. But I am one of those who feel the elation of hope in the reach 
of the rising generation^ for more responsibility and in your determination to adventure 
for a better world. 1 his means that you will seek old ideals in new ways, and you 
will seek to help to create new patterns of human happiness. But I wonder if you 
realize what difficulties are ahead? For women this freedom means many bewildering 
adjustments. he first signs of the changes going on are nerve-racking to your elders. 

I do not believe you are petty anarchists for personal ends, though some evidence to 
indicate this is not lacking. ^ 1 believe you sincerely want to take your part in the 
crusade for a better world. 1 o this end you rightly demand to go out of college wide 
awake to the problems of the world—which my generation was not. You live in a 
critically-minded world. You must have “deep-seated habits of testing thought”. 
Your self-appointed tasks are high and hard. In those rare moments of your student 
life when poetry lights her stars on the altar of your hearts and religion elevates the 
host, you must be free to find out “your spirit’s true endowments from the falsi* ones”. 
Keats said: 

“Yet there ever rolls 

A vast idea before me ,and 1 glean 

Therefrom my liberty.” 
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The tasks you will in the high tides of the spirit, you must seek courage and inven¬ 
tion to fulfill. The education that does not gird up the loins of your minds and kindle 
the fires of your hearts will not qualify you for the tasks that face your generation. 

In this adventuring world, we don’t hear much about the virtues. Yet there’s 
nothing plainer than that successful adventure depends upon experience. And what 
are the virtues but the crystallized experience of the ages in the research for the good 
life? Consequently, I think, rechristen them what you will, you will need the whole 
armor of the virtues. Dr. Johnson, so rich in wisdom and too little read by us today, 
said: “Courage is the only insurance we can have for any of the other virtues”. Mul- 
turn in parvo! 

Like so many other moral traits, courage is illuminated by being put back in its 
biological setting and seen to he a characteristic of all life, which only on the human 
level comes to full significance. One of the powers that all life, from the lowest to 
the highest forms, must develop in order to succeed is the energy to overcome inertia. 
In lower organisms this means making very simple movements, but when you ascend 
the life scale, it means overcoming the paralysis of fear. All animal life survives by the 
death of its enemies. Enemies mean fear to animals and fear is paralysis. Those 
organisms that do not put forth the energy to overcome fear and to act, die; and their 
kind finally goes out. In human society courage plays an even more important role in 
overcoming fear and setting free energies. Our social nature, our sensitiveness to the 
praise and blame of our fellows, and all our herd tendencies raise up legions of fears 
and inhibitions that threaten at every turn to paralyze action. The social psychologists 
are only beginning to find the clues of this hidden drama of the social mind. No doubt 
many a lost leader lies tied and bound in the chains of his fears. No doubt many a 
potential artist is inhibited by fear from giving expression to what his imagination con¬ 
ceives. 'I hc power to overcome fear and to liberate energy is courage, that wise old 
I)r. Johnson called “the only insurance of the other virtues”, and what Plato enjoined 
as “the universal preserving power”. 

H. G. Wells, in the prelude to the “Research Magnificent”, makes a study of fear 
and renders the theme dramatically. The treatment is essentially true, I believe, and 
I know of few things finer in all literature. Every life in the research for nobility must 
meet and pass the acid test of fear—must possess tested courage. For fear is the first 
limitation to the free and noble life. Says Wells: “Fear is the foremost and most 
persistent of the shepherding powers that keep us in the safe fold and drive us back into 
the beaten track and comfort and—futility”. 

Historians are concerned about the vanishing physical frontiers. No more frontier 
toils to call forth super-energies. No more primeval forests treasuring their secret 
wealth. 1 he master adventure for virgin resources draws to a close in the human 
story. What next? What equivalent? 

One of the memorable excitements of my childhood was my mother’s stories about 
our great-grandmothers on the frontier, when Virginia was frontier country. She 
never failed to close the stirring recital with, “I tell you, children, those were days 
that tried men’s hearts. And your grandmother was a courageous woman.” How 
my heart burned within me! Oh, to live in a fort and run those hair-raising risks! 
I trudged the uneventful village streets—not quickened then even by the speed of an 
automobile—with indignant feet, as one born out of her time; five generations too late 
to share the danger and show the courage of my colonial grandmother. 

Hut I was even then standing on new frontiers, and did not know it. You are 
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wiser in your generation. We are on moral frontiers more than equivalent to the van¬ 
ishing physical frontiers in significance and danger. The social readjustments that 
must be begun in your generation in this crusade for a better world call imperatively 

_ some would say, issue a last call—for creativeness, devotion, and courage of the highest 

order. The bewildered crusade needs leaders and intelligent followers. Hut who 
leads or follows in this train must have in her character the fast dye of courage. 

Into your adventure just beyond college, carry some of the habits and passions of 
your life as a student; your passion to know and your freedom to debate all sides of a 
question; your energy to initiate and your buoyant devotions; your faith in God and 
in your fellow man. 

In spirit I am sometimes a part of a mystic experience. Hollins is sending her 
daughters out into the great adventure. Refore my physical eyes the ordinary com¬ 
mencement scene glimmers and goes out. ... I see the figure of a woman clothed 
with majesty and instinct with power like the Greeks used to mould their images of 
deity full of grace and motion. In her face the glory of love dims the splendor of 
power. She holds aloft and forward the torch with one hand and with one hand she 
points commandingly to the future. Close around her press a company of young 
women with eager eyes and close-girt robes. They reach to touch their little lamps 
to the flame of the torch. And I catch Alma Mater’s parting word. Courage! Why 

MOt And the winds blowing out of the cloud-racked sky near to God chant, “He not 
afraid: for I am with yon! >

RECENT issue of a certain newspaper bore a startling headline. I bis 


headline was not printed in large black letters, nor was it even given a place 
of distinction on the front page. It was expressed very simply. In fact, it 
was sadly abbreviated and was forced to confine itself to the top of a small column 
in an unimportant section of the paper. But its significance was too obvious to pass 
unnoticed, and the most casual of readers must have paused with interest. 


“Girl Students and Working Girls Exchange Places 
College Girls Enter Places to Work 
Industrial Girls Enter Colleges" 


I be meaning of such a statement can only be one of two things. It is either an ex¬ 
pression of the spirit of restless curiosity and adventure which seems to have swept over 
the minds of young people, or it is a conscious and definite desire on their part to so 
understand and help each other that they may bring about a “common life directed 
toward a common purpose.” A professor of sociology remarks that while to most people 
the unrest of the young people of this generation is a symptom of disease, it should be 
regarded as a portent of coming health. “Creative epochs are ever preceded by unrest.” 

1 be facts, however, which made those headlines possible were not based merely upon a 
feeling of restlessness or the desire to send out “feelers” into untried paths. They are 
based upon the consciousness of something that is larger and more vital—a wider claim 
which society has upon the ideals and capacities of its individual members. 

1 o the college girl has come the desire to use her education as the means to an end 
and not as an end in itself. She has begun to realize that if she is to contribute to the 
success of her own life and to the lives of others she must become accurately acquainted 
with the facts, problems and laws which weigh down the other side of the scales. To 
accomplish this she must do two things in general. She must jolt herself out of the 
narrow rut of her individual and selfish interests, and she must study the unvarnished 
truths which she has viewed heretofore in a sort of vague and kaleidoscopic fashion 
from her pinnacle of theories. She must, moreover, understand them. In no other 
way can she solve the many problems which she must face. In an effort to accom¬ 
plish this the college girl has reached out to a sister of hers whom she had never known 
very well—the industrial girl. Heretofore she had viewed the industrial girl with 
only a passing interest. She really had no idea that she herself was being watched and 
criticized. At times she met and talked with an industrial girl in a casual way, but 
beyond that no spark of interest passed between them. What right had she to probe 
into people and things that had nothing in common with her? The industrial girl un¬ 
doubtedly shrank from even the friendliest advances on her part. What use would 
there he in going the other two-thirds of the way? 

In a like maimer the industrial girl is beginning to stretch out the walls of her 
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working world to what lies beyond. She is beginning to feel that she has unconsciously 
shut out a side of her life that would have lent it the most color and warmth. She 
has turned her eyes away from it because it seemed a closed door which opened on 
rare occasions to a favored few. The college girl remained an enigma to her. Why 
should she, an industrial girl, venture into a realm which was not in the smallest de¬ 
gree connected with her own? The door remained shut until recently when a small 
crack appeared. The industrial girl looked through and was astonished to find that the 
college girls were moneyed snobs that she had never tried to think otherwise. They 
always appeared so sure of themselves, so utterly oblivious of her as an individual 
that the results of their college breeding seemed to be stamped upon them as a sort 
of trademark. On rare occasions a few had met her half way and had offered her their 
friendship and interest, but she had drawn back with the feeling that they were only 
seeking to satisfy a superficial curiosity in a side of life about which they knew nothing. 

Such a state of misunderstanding was deplorable. Very suddenly and surely, how¬ 
ever, a realization came to a joint group of college and industrial girls who were meet¬ 
ing together during the national convention of the Young Women’s Christian Asso¬ 
ciation in Cleveland (1920). They talked together, hesitatingly at first, but gradually 
the feeling of restraint dropped away and they changed back into their natural selves— 
the selves which neither understood. And then came the realization that they were all 
just girls with the same ambitions and problems and interests. Their environments 
and opportunities were perhaps different hut underneath there ran a current of same¬ 
ness—a sort of common bond of understanding. With this discovery before them, they 
began to plan to work together to the end that they might more fully understand each 
other, the responsibilities which each must face, and be able to assume their share in 
the great task of bringing about a more Christian society. 

Later, in 1921, they met together officially in a national student industrial con¬ 
ference which was held in New York. It was shortly realized that neither group could 
hope to successfully work out its problems without the help and experience of the other. 
Therefore, the conference adopted the commission plan of study. Such studies as edu¬ 
cation, health, work and the co-operative movement were selected. The members of 
this first small conference had made a good beginning in working out simply and defi¬ 
nitely the meaning of the word “association.” 

The roots of the conference soon spread. Joint groups of students and industrial 
girls met all over the country to study the subjects chosen. Various methods were 
used. In some sections forums and discussion groups proved more effective than a 
central commission in a field guiding all of the study. In other instances students 
and industrial girls got together over the week-end on house parties and confer¬ 
ences. On one particular house party the girls had difficult time starting on the road 
to understanding. However a balky stove proved to be the missing link. In attempting 
to remedy the trouble they managed to forget themselves and help each other. It was 
not long before they were all chatting together in the warmest manner. The ice had 
been broken and all because of a common interest—just a balky stove. 
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The next step was a big one. Interest between the two groups had grown to such 
an extent that each began to desire to really know and live the life of the other. But 
how could college students work in factories, and industrial girls go to college? The 
solution again came through the Y. W. C. A. The summer vacation was chosen as the 
opportunity for college students. They decided to enter, incognito, factories and other 
places of industry. Industrial girls were at first puzzled to know how to meet their 
end of the plan, but Bryn Mavvr soon prepared the way by opening its doors to them 
during six weeks of the summer months. The same plan was carried out in London, 
though on a larger scale, in the opening of an International Labor College. This first 
set of actual experiments was small but the results proved to be beyond all hope. 

The first significant effort in this direction on the part of students is known as the 
“Denver experiment.” Fourteen college girls from various parts of the United States 
entered a variety of industries in Denver, Col. Their social standing and degree of 
education were unknown to the managers who employed them and they lived entirely 
on their earnings. One girl ran an elevator, another entered a garment factory, a 
third went into a laundry and three others secured jobs in a restaurant. Their ex¬ 
periences were a constant revelation to them because they had never dreamed of the 
sacrifices, the problems, the pleasures and the ideals that fill an industrial girl’s life. 
At the end of the six weeks they met to discuss their individual experiences. It was 
found that all had an eight-hour day, though a number of them were forced to work 
overtime without pay. The girls who worked in the restaurants had shorter hours 
but very little pay. It was almost impossible to live decently on such an income and 
utterly impossible to save. There was only one decent rest room among the indus¬ 
tries in question, it being an elegantly furnished room a block from the factory and 
too sedately and formally fitted for the girls to use comfortably. The life of the girls 
who entered laundries was entirely monotonous. One girl sprinkled three thousand 
shirts in one week. She remarked that before she had finished her task, she “could 
only regard man as a biped who wears shirts and many of them.” What seems to 
have impressed all of these student experimentors was the kindly interest shown in 
them by their fellow workers. It seemed to be a part of their daily religion to help the 
other fellow out whenever possible and naturally their student co-workers came under 
this category. They learned to know and like each other as they worked side by side 
as they could have done in no other way. 

In passing to the experiences of the industrial girl in college we find a host of in¬ 
teresting discoveries. At the last national convention of the Young Women’s Chris¬ 
tian Association at Hot Springs, Ark., two industrial girls gave a report of their six 
weeks’ experiment in college. One of these girls caused her student-industrial audi¬ 
ence to do some clear-cut thinking as she talked to them. “I might place pockets on 
shirts for another ten years,” she remarked, “but I have learned how to fill the gap with 
happiness and something of life. Before, I did not know anything more of Kipling or 
I ennyson than I knew of Smith or Jones. T he names meant nothing whatever to me 
before that wonderful experience. Now I know something of literature and the men 
who wrote the wonderful stories. I have something bigger in my life than I ever knew 
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before. But there are three other things that are of most practical value to me and 
which I wish every industrial girl could know. Through my class in economics, 
hygiene and physical education, I learned how to economize, what to eat, and what to 
wear.” 

These two experiments along the way to understanding are only the beginning of a 
larger and more wonderful progress. Since then the Denver experiment has been imi¬ 
tated in two other cities and the doors of Bryn Mawr have opened wider than ever 
to its industrial students. They all serve to illustrate that the philosophy of the student- 
industrial co-operation is essentially simple and fundamentally sound. Love and un¬ 
derstanding among all peoples and all nations is essential to world stability. "I he col¬ 
lege girl believes that she will be able to contribute in some degree to such an end 
through her experiences and training in the thought world. The industrial girl feels 
that she will have a contribution to make through her knowledge of facts and actual 
conditions in the working world. But such contributions can only be effective through 
co-operative effort on both sides. If co-operation and good will are the keynotes of 
social progress, then students and industrial girls arc making a real beginning toward 
such a goal. 

We are the students. The test which we must apply to ourselves is a social one. 
We must realize, in the words of Jane Addams that, “social perspective, sanity of 
judgment, and true understanding come only through contact with social experience.” 
This test by which we may adequately judge our achievements must indeed include that 
which has already been attained. But if it includes no more, if we arc not able to add 
something of value to it, we shall not go forward. The industrial girl has already 
caught the challenge. She has come into a consciousness of the wider claim. Wc 
must not fail!

century was not Galileo in pop¬ 
ular estimation, but Suleiman 
the Magnificent, the Ottoman 
Emperor, who swept through 
Eastern Europe with fire and 
sword and almost captured 
Vienna. Where is his magnifi¬ 
cence now? 

Galileo gave us science — 
established the paramount 
right of experimental evidence. 
Suleiman did little to help the 
world. 

Hardly an experiment is made 
in modern science, which does 
not apply Galileo’s results. 
When, for instance, the physic¬ 
ists in the Research Laboratories 
of the General Electric Company 
study the motions of electrons 
in rarified atmospheres,or exper¬ 
iment to heighten the efficiency 
of generators and motors, they 
follow Galileo’s example and 
substitute facts for beliefs.
